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1 Introduction

Overview

This training manual covers KHIE's Direct Data Entry for Multi-Drug Resistant Organism Conditions
Electronic Case Reports functionality in the ePartnerViewer. Users with the Manual Case Reporter role can
submit electronic case reports from the ePartnerViewer by completing an online case report. The process
generates a manual electronic initial case report (eICR) which is routed to the Department for Public Health
(DPH).

All examples and screenshots used in this guide are simulated with mock data; no Protected Health
Information (PHI) is present.
